To  Save  the  Drowning. 

The  Massachusetts  Humane  Society 
has  published  very  brief  aud  intelligible 
directions  for  saving  the  lives  of  persons 
rescuep  from  the  water  after  they  have 
become  insensible.

Hotel  to  be  erected  in  that  city:  The  ho¬ 
tel  will  have  a  front  of  540  feet  on  Bol- 
mout  avenue,  with  a  depth  of  210  feet, 
comprising  u  main  building  which  will  be 
rough  cast,  with  projecting  portions  of 
five  different  sections  in  front  and  five 
wings  extending  buck  a  distance  of  150 
feet  from  the  main  building,  with  oourt- 
yards  separating  them.  The  height  of 
the  central  front  will  be  80  feet,  which 
will  be  surmounted  by  a  huge  figure  of 
Atlas  supporting  the  world  ou  his  shoul¬ 
ders.  The  general  style  of  the  building 
will  be  Elizabethan  Gothic  and  may  be 
termed  the  Collegiate  style,  its  deep  re- 
c*.s-es  giving  it  the  lull  effect  of  light  aud 
shadows,  while  its  twenty  gable  euds  af¬ 
ford  «  peouliar  fitness  for  decoration  by 
the  flags  of  the  different  nations  with 
which  it  is  inteuded  to  mark  one  for  each 
gable.  Around  the  entire  building  will 
run  a  broad  verandah  900  feet  long  aud 
12  to  10  feet  wide.  And  one  of  the  most 
sinking  features  of  the  situation  of  the 
hotel  will  bo  that  it  will  not  lie  placed  on 
a  line  with  the  street,  but  will  fall  back 
54  feet  from  a  grussy  lawn,  with  cultiva¬ 
ted  shrubs  aud  trees  interspersed  between 
the  guests  and  the  great  public,  giviug 
shkde,  air  and  quiet.  The  office  will  be 
80  feet  square  aud  located  at  the  entranou 
to  the  hull  ;  the  restaurant  500  feet  loug 
by  53  feet  wide  ;  the  bar-rooms  300  by 
00  feet  ;  the  barber  saloons  200 'by  50 
feet.  These  muiu  rooms  are  all  attended 
by  the  different  departments  of  kitchen, 
carving  rooms,  silver  rooms,  glass  rooms, 
crockery  rooms,  etc.,  necessary  to  a  first- 
class  establishment.  There  will  be  for¬ 
ty-seven  flights  of  stairs,  with  sevuu  or 
eight  feet  length  of  step  running  in  a  di- 
<ectdrue  from  the  basement  to  the  roof — 
one  stairway  being  placed  at  the  end  of 
euch  corrider,  or  niue  altogether,  so  that 
the  weary  traveler  arriving  at  qight,  will 
not  have  to  take  the  precaution  of  the 
celebrated  backwoods  preacher,  who 
“blazed”  his  wuy  to  his  hotel  room  with 
au  uxe.  Every  guest  will  be  sure  of  s|>eedy 
entrance  and  exit,  aud  be  iu  no  danger  of 
gcatiug  lost.  There  will  be  one  thou¬ 
sand  rooms,  of  an  average  size  of  ten  by 
twenty  feet.  So  well  will  it  be  placed  uu 
der  control  that  water*  can  be  pat  at  any 
time  on  any  part  of  the  bui'ding  by  steam 
pumps  in  three  minutes  from  the  time  of 
alarm.  Five  permanent  escapes  will  be 
plaoed  at  the  ends  of  tue  hulls  on  the  oat- 
side,  while  each  room  will  be  furnished 
with  a  rope  escape,  with  leather  fasten¬ 
ings,  etc. , in  complete  order  for  the  guests' 
instant  use.  K.udi  floor  will  he  supplied 
with  hose  on  wheels,  axes,  etc.,  ana  the 
fire  alarm  will  iindautly  bring  ten  men, 
in  quiet  and  order,  to  any  spot,  ready  for 
service.  At  the  end  of  every  wing  at  the 
top  of  the  house  there  is  to  be  placed  a 
large  iron  water  tank, supplying  the  pipes, 
while  steam  pumps  of  six  horse  power  will 
force  wuter  through  the  length  aud 
breadth  of  the  building. 


Distance  of  the  Sun. 

Prof.  Duuiel  Kirkwood,  Professor  of 
Mathematics  to  Indiana  University,  con¬ 
tributes  the  following  to  the  Indianapo¬ 
lis  Journal : 

“The  eafth’s  moan  distance  from  the 
sun,  if*  deduced  from  Eucke’s  discussion 
of  the  observations  made  on  the  transits 
of  Venus  iu  1761  and  1769,  was  95,298,- 
000  miles.  Till  within  a  few  years  past 
the  accuracy  of  this  determination  was 
not  called  in  question.  So  lately  as  1854, 
Dr.  Lardner,  in  his  hand  book  of  Astrono¬ 
my,  affirmed  that  Eucke’s  value  of  the  dis¬ 
tance  could  not  vary  from  the  truth  by 
more  than  its  three-hundredth  part. 
Quite  recently,  however,  astronomers 
have  been  led,  by  various  considerations, 
to  regard  the  distance  as  somewhat  too 
great,  aud  hence  the  results  of  the  obser¬ 
vations  in  December, 'l874,  with  the  im¬ 
proved  instrument*  of  modern  construc¬ 
tion,  have  been  looked  for  with  s  lively 
interest  The  discussion  of  these  obser¬ 
vations  has  not  yet  been  completed.  It 
is  known,  however,  that  the  resnlting 
value  of  the  tun’s  horizontal  parallax 
cannot  differ  materially  from  eight  se¬ 
conds  and  eighty -seven  hundredths  of\  s 
second.  jThis  corresponds  to  s  mean 
distance  of  91,875,000  miles.  *We  are, 
therefore,  nearer  to  the  sun  by  3,423,000 
miles  than  was  believed  but  a  few  years 
since.  The  distance  of  the  other  planets 
are  to  be  diminished  in  a  corresponding 
ratio — the  reduction  in  the  case  of  Nep¬ 
tune,  the  most  remote,  amounting  to  no 
less  than  100,000,000  miles.”
